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REPORT OF NORFOLK COUNTY ROAD SYSTEM 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: I beg leave to submit to your honourable body 
my thirty-third annual report on the Norfolk County Road 
System. 


The work as laid out in the Road Committee’s report and 
submitted to the County Council at the May meeting last 
year was adhered to as nearly as possible. 


The chief features of the work during 1949 were as _fol- 
lows: Construction: 414 miles of Grading and Gravelling, 3 
miles of Tar-Sand Stabilization 6” thick, 5.95 miles of New 
Mulch roads. Special Maintenance 96.25 miles of Retreat- 
ment, 3.45 miles Mulch Patches, and the completion of the 
Equipment Building. 


Construction work in detail: 


Road 2—New Mulch 1.5 miles, 20’ wide. This work was 
done where the corduroy had been taken out in 1948, cost 
$7,044.39. 


Road 4—New Mulch 2.75 miles 22’ wide, cost $17,642.34, 
With the completion of this road the people of Houghton 
Township, from 2% miles south of Fairground now have a 
hard-surfaced road to Tillsonburg. Also, the town line _be- 
tween Houghton and North and South Walsingham is com- 
pleted to the Fifth Concession of South Walsingham afford- 
ing this part of the County with a hard surfaced road to 
either Simcoe or Tillsonburg. 


Road 5—On the town line between South Walsingham 
1.5 miles Tar-Sand Stabilization 6” thick 20’ wide, cost $10,- 
851.58. 


Road 7—South of Fairground 1.5 miles Tar-Sand Stabiliza- 
tion 20’ wide, 6” thick, cost $11,888.10. 
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Road 7—In Charlotteville .8 miles of Mulch 20’ wide, cost 
$4,190.48. Part of this road will require another Mulch sur- 
face on account of the unstable condition of the base. 


Road 8—South of Courtland .2 miles Mulch 20’ wide, cost 
$1,054.26. 


Road 9—North of the Lake Shore road 1 mile of Grading 
and application of Stone and two large Culverts installed, 


cost $14,365.25. 


Road 10—Along the Provincial Forestry Station .3 miles 
Mulch, cost $1,144.15. 


Road 11—South of No. 3 Highway 1.5 miles Grading and 
Gravelling and 3 Culverts installed, cost $8,552.85. This road 
is now in condition to receive a Mulch surface from No. 3 
Highway to County Road No. 7. When this is completed 
there will be a hard surfaced road from No. 3 Highway to 
Turkey Point. 


Road 14—In the Township of Windham 2 miles of Grad- 
ing and Gravelling. This road has been widened to a stand- 
ard width of 66’ from an average of 40’. This work involved 
a great amount of Cut and Fill. In addition to the removal of 
a large number of trees from the right-of-way, two Bull- 
dozers nad Earth Removers were employed. Approximately 
4000 tons of gravel will still have to be applied before a 
Mulch surface can be laid. When completed this will pro- 
vide a direct route from No. 3 Highway at Delhi to No. 24 
Highway at Oakland. This road was taken over as a County 
Road in 1925, and the completion of the same will be of great 
advantage to the travelling public. 


Road 21—South of St. Williams .4 miles Mulch 20’ wide 
cost $2,009.13. This road leads to the dock at St. Williams. 
A Mulch can be applied to the balance of the road after some 
underdrainage is done on the east side of the hill.

In addition to the above work the County Organization 
‘did considerable work for the Towns and Villages. The 
County Power Grader worked 497 hours. On account of this 
the County had to hire a Grader from S. Walsingham for 324 
hours and one from the Township of Windham for 61 hours. 
If the County Organization is to continue with the work for 
the Urban Municipalities, and considering the agreements 
which have already been made with the Villages “of Delhi 
and Port Dover, it may be necessary for the Road Committee 
to purchase an additional Power Grader this year. 


Six Junior Traffic Counters were purchased. These were 
used in various parts of the County to determine the number 
of vehicles using the roads at different parts of the county. 
It was intended to take both Summer and Fall readings, but 
due to the weather we were unable to complete all of the 
Fall readings. We had some little trouble due to the rubber 
tubing across the road being cut or pulled through the 
staple, but as the readings were taken every morning we 
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were able to take an average from the previous and _ suc- 
ceeding days. Some people apparently thought they were 
set for speed traps. The Counters were placed at various sta- 
tions and retained for one week. They were read each morn- 
ing as nearly as possible at the same time. The first set of 
stations were on Road No. 9. I will not attempt to give the 
count for each day but will’ give the count for the entire 
week, the daily average and the highest count for one day.

The Equipment Building was completed in the early Spring 
of last year and an inspection was made by the County 
Council. Since that time a high woven wire fence has been 
erected to ensure the safety of machinery and materials. 
This will now be the headquarters for practically all mater- 
ials of the System. Fred Norman, on the completion of the 
building, was appointed in charge of the Building and all 
County Machinery. Under advisement of the Committee he 
has been appointed a general Foreman of the County Road 


ot Vea 
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System. Harry Girling, from now on will be employed at 
the Building and will supervise the repair and inspection of 
the County Machinery. Truck drivers have been instructed 
that the trucks must be brought to the Building once a 
week for inspection. 


W. C. McDowell was appointed as an Assistant to myself. 
He has applied himself very effectively to the work of the 
System. He has been in charge of all surveys and laying out 
of the work and various other work. 


The system of bookkeeping is very intricate and during 
the past year or two Miss King has had particular difficulty 
with regard to getting sufficient information as to the dis- 
position of the Stock Account, also repair parts to the mach- 
inery. W.C. McDowell has taken an interest in this matter 
and has evolved a system which will help in this matter very 
considerably. During the past three weeks he and Fred 
Norman have made a complete inventory of all machinery, 
repair parts, tools, and materials owned by the System. In 
future all materials and tools will be supplied from _ the 
Equipment Building and charged to the particular job for 
which they are required. Stock books have been prepared 
and Mr. McDowell will take charge of this work for the next 
few months and will assist Miss King so that the information 
will be satisfactory to the Provincial Auditors.
